It appears that the rules of the brotherhood 
provide that when the Grand go orders 
it shall be “a violation of obligation” for a 
member of the association to handle property 
belonging to the railroad with which there is 
a difficulty until the grievance has been set- 
tled. If Mr. Arthur were, under this rule, di- 
rectly or indirectly to order the engineers of 
the Lake Shore, Michigan Southern, and other 
connecting roads to refuse to handle freight 
tendered by the Ann Arbor line he would be 
directing them to refase to do something 
which the inter-State commerce law says it is 
unlawful for them to refuse todo. The court 
forbids Mr. Arthur to issue any such order, 
which would be an attempt to make men vio- 
late the laws of the etry.
